Wisconsin Sees Good Re- 
sults from Her Trial of 
the Scheme. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan, 9.—^Boxing in 
Wisconsin, unCWr srate resrulation, .has 
been a success and the commonwealth 
has profited more than $12,000, accord- 
iiiit to a report of 
the state athletic 
commission, prepared and" issued today 
for presentation to the legislature. The 
report says in part: 


•'There was more or less opposition to 
the commission when it was created by 
those opposed to boxinir, but wise and 
careful administration of the law and 
total elimination of the evil features of 
the old time prize rin« has won thou- 
sands of rriends for the srame. 


"Jn fact 
legalized 
boxing has 
met 
with state-wide approval.' 
The general 
public interest in the sport is reflected 
in the fact that diuing the period cov- 
ered by this report, including only one 
full winter season, nearly 150,000 per- 
sons have attended boxing exhibitions 
and liave paid' for admission nearly a 
quarter of a mDlion dollars. 


"The 
commission 
has

most 
stringent in enforcing 
the law 
and 
there have been very few violations. In 
only one instance waa a boxer accused 
of shamming.

was immediately 
given 
a hearing and on being found 
Piiiltv was barred from boxing in the 
state for one year."

He said that tmtil the re- 
volt against Diaz eighty per cent of ths 
Mexicans never had a look in as to who 
should be their government. 


"Have not European nations taken as 
long as they 
wanted, and 
spilled 
as 
much blood as they pleased to settle 
their own affairs?" he continued. "And 
shall we deny the same right to Mex- 
ico. 
No, I say." 


Much of Mr. Wilson's address was 
devoted to the independent and progres- 
sive voters. 
He said that about one- 
third of the republican party is progres- 
sive and about two-thirds of the demo- 
cratic 
party 
is 
progressive. 
"There- 
fore," he added, "the democratic party la 
more progressive than the republican." 
He declared most of the voters of tjve 
cotmtry are independent, but that It 
was his ambition to have them vote with 
the democrats. 
He spoke of himself as 
an "animated conservative." 


The European War. 


Referring to the European war thi 
president said that the people of th« 
United States should not pay too mucn 
attention to it, but should get their own 
affairs in such order that they 'can be oi 
the greatest assistance to the ooimtries 
fighting. 
He closed hia address with 
prayer that th? time might come when 
the United States could be instrumental 
in restoring peace. 


Business conditions were 
taken

briefly, he characterized talk of business 
depression as a "state of mind" and said 
that the democratic party had already 
done much to free business and that "its 
program was not yet complete.

ever the country really wants something 
beside talk, hé added, it turns to the 
democratic party.

our cliildren. If this is to be a club for 
mutual lielpfulness, the emphasis in the 
name Parent-Teacher is, I think, in the 
right place. 
I firmly believe, after 
fifteen-year experience in school work 
that far more and greater aims of omis 
eion and commission against the 
child 
are chargeable to the parent than to the 
teacher; and that, as a rule, more help 
is needed by parents than by teachers 
in the making of a good school. In the 
very nature of things, that must be true 
Wc teachers make our living by our 
success in handling children.' 
Tlie in 
competent, the lazy, the careless, the 
society crazed teacher soon finds himself 
out of a Job. If it were aa easy to dis- 
charge an . equally guilty parent f be- 
lieve there would arrive a very sharp 
and sudden reform. 
This is the back; 
ground upon which I should like to draw 
in few details. 


"In the first place, there are some 
things that parents should not touch 
either individually, or when organized 
The chiefest of these is 
methods 
of 
teaching. No person, not himself an ex- 
pert teacher, has any right to tell me 
or any other teacher how to handle our 
work. We aro specialists and experts-in 
our lines, at least in a moderate degree. 
We are for the most part honest; we 
read and ,consult authorities in 
our 
lines; we use our brains, and, to the 
.best of our ability, we make our courses 
educative. 
If they can bo at the same 
time mado interesting ahd pleasant, well 
and good. 
But wo do not propose to 
sacrifice serious educative value to oh 
tain cheap entertainment. 
Our yoiuig 
people already have too much of that. 
There is, even in 1915, no royal road 
to geometry. 
Wo believe that since 
education is life, routine, even when it 
is irksome, is of the highest value. 
Is 
not all life largely routine, onerous to 
all of us sometimes, and to some of us 
all the time? 
There aro people 
who 
can't find any joy in washing dishes 
three times a day. There are other peo- 
ple who develop a philosophy of. duty 
cheerfully dono, of cleanliness 
in 
a 
world of dirt, of mastery of mirid over 
matter from the same wearisome task. 
Children must drudge over their alegbra; 
they must still slave with lexicon and 
grammar, in Latin; they 
must 
yet 
weigh the adjective and-the participle in 
literature—not because these are great 
things in themselves, but because 
all 
school history shows that mastery of 
these routine matters leads to mastery 
in other affairs of supremest importance. 
It is, of (Surse, possible to finish somo 
high school coui^s without conquering 
physicsj or geometry, or Burke, jnat as 
it is possible to live in some 
houses 
without washing dishes. But the paper 
dish fancy doesn't last long in 
most 
families, and the 'Study made easy' fad 
doesn't last Ion; in most high schools. 
And so, if you think sometimes that we 
are not keeping John's attention, 
or 
holding Mary'a interest, juat atop a mo- 
ment and see whether Mary Is wild about 
the dishpan, or John about the ash-can. 
Ash-cans, dishpana, physical geography 
are all educative and ptfhaps equally de- 
ìightfuL 
You WiU anrue that Maay 
ought to know how to wash dishes well, 
even if she is expecting to marry into 
a home owning an automatic dishwash: 
ing machine. 
.We . think that 
Mary' 
ought to know the making of good Eng- 
lish, even if she never does expect to 
use it. 
If we are seriously wrong in 
our ideas of what to ' teach and .fapw to 
teach it, we shall hear of it soon enough 
from P ^ J ^ who know more' about tn«^ 
matter tMii wè; but untU that time 
oomes we'shall expect to continue to be 
our oWn judges in the work that we do. 
Xor do I think unkind criticism of the 


guing for uniformity of dress, nor even 
for inexpensiveness. 
What I do wish 
Is merel^ for as much common sense in 
the dressing of high school children as 
will protect then» against such inevi- 
table contacts as occur in every public 
building. 


Finally, parents should hold up the 
school as the very greatest good that 
can come to the child. 
The boy should 
be made to feel that the school is the 
biggest thing in his life. 
Everything 
should be subordinated, 
during 
these 
early years, to the demands 
of 
the 
school.* Neither athletics, nor amuse- 
ments nor street loafing should be al-, 
lowed to interfere^ Avith the time that 
belongs to the school. 
Not easy, you 
say? 
Of course not. Neither is it easy 
for us to safeguard the time and char- 
acter of your children while they are 
with ua. BUT WE DO IT. 
From 8:30 
to 4 o'clock, the hours' when our efforts 
are put forth, we know exactly wher«» 
your children are, your boy and your 
girl, and know pretty well what they 
are doing. 
To be sure, they elude us 
sometimes, through their own ingenu- 
ity partly, or because of treason in out' 
own defenses; but they are soon caught 
and sharply punished. 
About forty of 
us do this work with 800 students. Don't 
you think that parents with only two 
or three to handle could do as well? I 
believe that in this one particular, par- 
ents can be of inestimable service not 
only to the school, but to all the forces 
of order and morality. To keep the boy 
off the street, out of the pool room; to 
keep the girl out of the cheap dance 
hall; off the tinsel variety stage for 
after-the-show dances, out of the Cal- 
hoim street parade—this alone is task 


Wayne. When they shall have done this 
as effectively from 4 o'clock imtil mid- 
night as we do from 8:30 until 4; when 
they shall have held off the forces of 
evil as strenuously during their watch 
as wo do in ours; when, finally, they 
shall have made the hours out of school 
count for as much in discipline, in iu- 
tellectuality, and in morality

I should like to plead for greater hon- 
esty on the part of parents in this mat- 
ter of excuses, and for support of school 
demands for obedience to school rules. 
I will undertake to show the necessity 
of every rule administered in my prov- 
ince, and I know that a like necessity 
exists everywhere else in the school. Dis- 
honesty (or insincerity) on the part Of 
parents breeds nothing but dislike on the 
part of teachers, and, I fear, a feeling of 
tolerant contempt of authority on the 
part of pupils. 
There is yet another 
'don't' of which I should liko to say 
something in its high school relations, 
although it is equally applicable in other 
circles—and that'' is, 'Don't believe all 
you hear.' 
Parents of school children 
seem naturally victims 
of 
an 
easy 
credulity hard to match anywhere else. 
No tale of school routine, school disci- 
pline, school teachers, or school occur- 
rences, is too preposterous or too ab- 
surd to find many ready believers. 
A 
child spends money, given for the pur- 
chase of necessities, in the candy stores 
or ihovies, and accounts for its loss by 
saying it was stolen at school. 
A per- 
fectly innocent speech of a teacher is 
removed from its context, garbled and 
rolled deliciously over the black tongue 
of the' scandal-monger. 
A 
few 
over- 
dressed, silly high school girls give rise 
to remarks which grow in a few days to 
public scandals, and so it goes. ^ If par- 
nts would only remember that all men 
are liars,' that children arc 
but 'men 
writ small,' and that all people, 
con- 
sciously or unconsciously are likejy to 
twist the truth, perhaps they wouldn't 
swallow, whole, the tales that Johnny 
brings home from school. 


I Avant to go on record hero as giv 
ing my belief that our student bpdy is 
as clean from every moral-standpoint 
as any other 800 people that could be 
chosen at random in Fort Wayne, and 
far cleaner .than most of those selec- 
tions would be, I believe, most of tho 
tales of high school immorality to be 
base fabrications where they arc not vile 
slander. 


If I believe that restraint in these 
three particulaiis will surely help the 
high school faculty in its work, I am no 
less sure that a hearty, generous in- 
dulgence along some other lines will be 
of equal ^nefit. There are some things 
to do as well aa some to leave undone 
First and chief of all the things for par- 
ents to do, is to be careful of the child's 
health. 
One cannot preach too often 
the gospel of fresh air night and day; 
and there is likewise much to aay upon 
the subject of foods. I ahould very much 
like to know the ex«et correlation be 
tweon failure in school and diet. 
It is 
closer, I believo than most of us think. 
What children need is not as much ex 
pensive food a» 'nutritious food—which 
s nearly always cheap. In comparative 
food values milk is cheap; so are beans, 
bread, cheese and some other articles, 
all of which can be combined to form 
foods of the highest «ergy values. Don't 
you think this worth looking aftert 


Again;> there' are health problems of 
peculiar: si^flcance in this adolescent 
period which • call for more than ordi- 
nary carefulnese. 
Many exeirises and 
dissipations which will do little harm 
after maturity may impair forever the 
child's bodily health if indulged in at 
this stage. Some of these dangers niay 
perhaps be touched upon by the teach* 
er; but in this regard, especially where 
the subject matter cannot be approached

The Pacemakers' club 
is a verifica- 
tion of the adage that "Necessity is the 
mother of invention." Prior to its birth 
S. F. Bowser & Company called in all 
the district 
managers 
and 
salesmen 
about the holiday season for a business 
conference and on all occasions gave the 
men and the members of their^families 
who accompanied them a week of good, 
solid pleasure. But improvements m the 
oil tanks and pumps manufactured by 
the companyV greatly increased the de- 
mand and created a necessity for more 
salesmen, to 4he end that t h ^ became 
so numerous that Fort Wayne-hotel ac- 
commodations were inadequate to the 
occasion and some change in methods 
was an absolute necessity. 
Then 
the 
managers of the company got their heads 
togetW and conceived and put into op- 
eration the present Pacemaker club sys- 
tem. 
The first convention was held in 
January, 1912, the close of the Pace- 
makers' first year, and so successful did 
the plan work that the;~^busine8s of the 
company far^ exceeded the business of 
any preceding year. The plan involved 
the stablishing of 
; minimum businees 
for eachs aleeman and prizes to all who' 
passed the quota assigned thein.

War InjtiTed the Business. 


. At the business session Friday after- 
noon, at whidi the announcement of the 
names of the prize winners was made 
and the distribution of the prizes took 
place, thé officials of the oon^wuiy in their 
addresses referred briefly to the business 
sitiution of the past year. It opened in 
January under the most favorable aus- 
pices and continued good several ninths, 
when it began 
to 
decline. 
Several 
causes were assigned, included being the 
refusal of the government to grant the 
5 per cent, increase of freight rates 
asked by the railways. 
But the chief 
cause of depression in the business of 
selling oil tanks and pumpe was the 
European war and tiie paralùation ' of 
business in the cotton growing states of 
the, south. 
Had it not been for these 
things, the business of S. F. Bowaer & 
company would have been fully a mil- 
lion dollars better in 1914 than it was, 
the ofiiicials stated. The total sales for 
the year, however,, exceeded those of the 
preceding year, despite the adverse con- 
ditions under which thè business "^vae 
carried on. 
President . S. F. Bowser is 
optimistic concerning the outlook for 
1015, not only as it wcill effect the big 
oil tank concern; but most of the other 
industries in the country. 
His talk to 
the pacemakers sent them away in a 
happy mood and with a determination 
to return here next January with a bet- 
ter record than they made during the 
year 1914.

the evangelist. In some states, he said, 
the average ls orië divorce to every four 
marrÍB¿es. 
There are 700,000 children 
who -do not have in their homes the 
nresence of both 
the 
lining parents. 
There are 300,000 fallen girls and wom- 
en on the streets of the cities of this 
country and more than a million fallen 
men. 


"A fallen man is just as bad in God's 
eye as a fallen woman," he declared. 
Mothers Should Talk Plainly. 


"Every mother ought to have a plain 
talk with her daughter, warning her of 
the snares and the pitfalls in modem 
society," he continued.- "Every girl, as 
well as every boy, ought to be taught 
some means of earning an honest living. 
Many a mother has really been an en- 
emy to her daughter." 


Dr. Lyon gave daughters the follow- 
ing recipe for keeping'the hands white: 
"Place hands in dish water three time a 
day while mother sits in the front room 
and rests." 


The speaker declared he could not un- 
derstand why mothers are "so careless 
in regard to their daughters, allowing 
them to go out on late joy rides, sit 
with some young man on a dark porch 
at a late hour and other places after 
the shades of night have fallen. 


"If a lot of these young bucks were 
to call on my daughter I would want a 
shot gtm aimed from the ceiling at him 
every minute he was in her company," 
he said. 


i)ouble Standards Condemned. 


Double standards of 
morality were 
bitterly condemned. "Why is it you are 
having one standard for your daughter 
and anotlier standard for your son?" 
Ho said that the women have the rem- 
edy in their own hands.

Let U8 continue our exposition of the 
law of God this eveninR by consider- 
in<r the ninth 
commandment. 
"Thou 
Shalt not bear false 
witness ajrainst 
thy neighbor." 
Mark what thia com- 
mandment says. 
"Thou shalt not bear 
false witness." I confess I cannot agree 
with some 
that hold that we should 
not say anything about a person unless 
wc can say siomething cond. I believe 
the iunvi;papiir.s arc doing: a great work 
in exposing all kinds of 
fraud 
aud 
hyjiocrisies 
and 
liumbugs. 
If 
3'ou 
know of .some pit fall wlierc my feet 
or the feet of my h»ved ones may dash 
to our destruction, 1 will thank you to 
put up u red Jiuitern to warn \is of our 
peril, 
iMorcovcr. every one should so 
to try to live tiiat when an evil report 
is circulated about him, the people will 
rise up in mass and say. "we do not 
believe a word of it." 


But i>i spitfi of all this 
there 
art- 
times when tlie cruel shafts of slander 
will be aimed at the heart, of evsji the 
noblest and jmrcst lives, bringing to 
them untold suffering and sorrow. Have 
you any gossips in this city? I would 
as lief have a scourge of small pox or 
diphtheria break out in a community as 
a bunch of gossip3. Wo usually think 
of a gossip in the feminine gender, but 
some of the meanest, lowest gossips 
are men. or at least of the male spe- 
cies, who 
hang aroxuid 
pool 
haU:>, 
smoke liouses, 
club rooms and booze 
joints peddling 
every bit of scantial 
tliey hoar. 
Yet it is natural to think 
of gossip as a woman. Some racy story 
conies to her cars and she can scarcely 
wait to tell .it. 
Sh*.' puts on her hat 
and out she goes. When she comes in- 
to a neighbor's 
home the first thing 
she says is "Did you hear about Mrs. 
So and So?" "How do you know it is 
so " 
is quickly asked. 'TTli, I know it 
is so, because 1 got it from Mrs. So 
and So and she got it from Mrs. So and 
So and it must be true." 
Then slie 
draws down her face and exclaims, woe- 
fully "I am eo sorry." Some one ought 
to tell her, "You 
miserable liar, you 
are not sorry at all, you were roll'ng 
that piece of scandal like a preciou» 
morsel under your tongue." 


Apply these three tests to every evil 
report you hoar before you publish it. 
First, am I sure that it is true? 
Sec- 
ond, what ia my motive in telling it? 
Third, wliat would be gained by having 
it known? This would kill 99 per cent, 
of the scandal that is being published 
broad-cast. When a doctor comes into 
a homo to diagnosis a disease, he usual- 
ly begins 
upon a patient by saying. 
"Show me your tongue." 
If I Avero to 
diagnosis tlie moral or spiritual ailment 
of this community, I believe I would 
begin in a similar 
way. 
"Show me 
your tongue." 
"The 
tongue can no 
man tame," says the epistle of James; 
it is 
an 
imruly 
evil, full of deadly 
poison." If your tongue is tamed it will 
not be through the, power of man, but 
through tlie grace of God. 
, 


In this connection, let me say a word 
about the lie. A lie is a sort of half 
brother or step sister to every other 
crime in the catalogue. If a man steals 
he lies about it. 
If he 
murders 
or 
commits 
adultery, 
he 
lies about it. 
wherever you find any vice, you will 
find also a lie so that we can condemn 
it at the very 
outset, like poor dog 
Tray, 
because of its bad 
company. 
There is a great deal of exaggeration 
and deception in modern society that 
very often passes by some euphonious 
name, such as diplomacy, but God calls 
it by the plain name of lying. 


The insincerity 
*ind 
hypocrisy of 
modern social life is a deadly blight, a 
dry rot to character. Many people use 
words to conceal rather than to reveal 
thoughts. 
For ¡example, here comes 
lady down the street. 
A mother says 
to her daughter, "I do hope she is not 
going to stop here." 
Sure enough she 
comes up the steps and rings the bell, 
and then the mother meets her at the 
door with that 
stereotyped, 
society 
smile, and says, 
"Oh, how glad I am 
to see you! I was just Avondering the 
other day why you had not been here 
for 80 long. Now come in and make a 
good long visit." 
When at last she 
arises to go, her 
hostess "says, 
''Oh, 
surely you arc not 
^oing yet! 
Just 
think how long it has been since you 
have been here." "Oh, yes, I must go." 
"TSTow do come back soon." 
The door 
is scarcely closed before she turns to 
her daughter and says, 
"Well I am 
glad that mean old thing is gone!" And 
then she wonders 
why her daughter 
does not have more confidence in , her 
sincerity. 
Such a person is at heart a 
liar. 


Let me proceed to the consideration 
of another commandment. "Thou shalt 
not commit adultery." 
I know of no 
subject , upon 
which it Is harder to 
speak, to know what to say, _and know 
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Soap and Ointment,, both 


what to leave unsaid, than to deal with 
the seventh commandment. 
There is 
no subject about which I pray more 
earnestly. 
"Oh God, keep me from 
sa^'infc anything I .ought 
not to^ say, 
but (jive me Rrace to say everything I 
ought to say." 


When we consider how 
lightly tha 
marriage 
relationship is being regard^l 
in many quarters, how many youiyr peo- 
ple ars rushing hastily into matrimony 
and then equally as anxioiis to get out 
of it,, making 
cases for 
the divorce 
courts, we are convinced tliat some one 
ought to speak out on this subjcet with 
no uncertain sound. 
Scarcely a day 
that you do not read about an elope- 
ment, and you never in your life knew 
an elopement that turned out well. 
In 
many coimtries there is one divorce for 
every three 
marriages. 
In the last 
twenty 
years, in this country, more 
than a half million divorces were grant- 
ed. Five hundred thousand children in 
our land do not have, in the home, the 
presence of both 
living parents. 
All 
this shows there is something radically 
wrong in modern society. 
It is esti- 
mated that there are in this country, 
more than 
300,000 
fallen girls and 
women, living a Uf*, infinitelv worse 
than death and more than a million of 
fallen men. And a fallen man is just 
as bad in God's sight, and should be re- 
garded 
in human 
sight, as a fallen 
woman. This white slave trafTic is rap- 
idly on the increase. The vice commis- 
sion in Chicago reported at least thirty 
million dollars is expended upon licen- 
tiousness in that city every year. Like 
its twin brother of hell, the liquor busi- 
ness, it thrives both upon appetite and 
avarice and these two make a combi- 
nation that is hard to break. 


We all sympathize with every well 
directed 
effort for cure of the social 
evil. It is a great work that is being 
done by the Florence Crittenton homes 
and 
the 
rescue 
department of the 
VV^omen's Christian Temperance Union, 
to uplift and save the poor luifortunate 
girls. 
But in dealing with the social 
evil, one oimce of prevention is worth 
many pounds of cure. 
It is better to 
have a fence at the top of a' precipice 
than a hospital at the bottom. 
There 
is a great difference between innocence 
and virtue. 
Innocence is purity plus 
ignorance 
but 
virtue is purity plus 
knowledge. 
Fathers should have plain 
talks with their sons and ¿nothers with 
their daughters, warning them of the 
pit-falls and shoals of modem society. 


Every 
girl, 
as well as every boy, 
should be taught some means of earn- 
ing an honest living. Many a girl who 
has been reared in comfort, even lux- 
ury, but when her parents die or have 
financial reverses, she is' thrown out on 
a cold, sympathetic Avorld with a de- 
sire for dress and display created and 
no 
way 
to 
satisfy 
it, 
and all 
about 
her 
human 
vultures 
just 
waiting 
to 
pounce 
upon her 
the 
first 
opportunity. 
Is 
it 
any 
won- 
der that 
so . many 
girls go wrong? 
Parents, 
moreover,' are 
so 
careless 
about the kind of associates their chil- 
dren have, they allow their girls to be 
out on the street until late, or off on 
joy rides, or 
sitting in the "summer 
hammock till after midnight. 
If any 
one of a lot of fellows that I know 
would come to call upon a daughter of 
mine, I would want a shot gun aimed 
at him every 
minute he was in her 
company. 


Moreover, 
there is many a woman 
that will turn her back upon a poor 
girl that has made a misstep and call 
her an outcast and like the priests and 
Le\'ite8, of old, will draw up her gar- 
ments 'of righteousness about her and 
pass on the other side of the road. Yet 
this same woman will receive with open 
arms, in so called 
high 
society, the 
yomig feJjw who' was the cause of the 
betrayal of that poor girl. Where did 
this donhle standard in society origi- 
nate, that will condone the one and con- 
demn the other t That says that young 
women and girls must keep themselves 
pure and virtuous, but a yoimg mau 
can go out and saturate his life with 
the worst moral depravity and after- 
wards can change about and lead to the 
marriage altar, some pure girl and set- 
tle down to be an upright and reput- 
able husband f No blacker lie was ever 
spewed forth from the pit of hell than 
that. 
There is but one standard Avor- 
thy of our modem civilization and that 
is a white life for two. 
We should^de- 
mand the same standard of men as of 
women. 


It is one of the strangest facts of 
modem society life that women them- 
selves 
have often been guilty of re- 
cognizing a double standard of morals, 
just as much 
wt even more so thap 
have men. A paiiitbr recently seAt out 
fifty letters to lading society young 
women, asking them what was their 
ideal of a young man to become their 
husband. 
He also sent out letters to 
fifty young men asking them what was 
their ideal of a young 
woman whom 
they wanted to bs their wife. All of 
these were sent in umsigned, so each 
was to be free to express his or her 
honest opinions. 
Btrange to say the 
ideal of the young men as to what a 
younng woman 'was to be, was vastly 
higher 
than the ideals of the young 
women of what a young, man ought to 
be. 
6hame on American 
womanl^d 
if these 
standards 
and opinions are 
anything like tuiiversal.

In all this I do 
not mean to throw the greater respon- 
sibility, for the social evil, upon woman- 
hood. Men are, undoubtedly, far more 
to blame for the present conditions in 
society that are women. Many an old 
•Inner in our church pews has been liv- 
ing a double life and yet never receiv- 
ed a stinging rebuke from the church 
he attends that would arouse his con- 
science and cause him to quit his mean- 
ness. 
Wc need in our country a new 
chivalry. 
A knighthood of the twep- 
tieth century 
that says, "I will treat 
every woman in this world as I would 
want 
tevery other man to treat my 
wife, my 
mother, 
my sister, or my 
daughter." 


Now let us combine the other com- 
mandments, "Thou shalt not covet, and 
thou shalt not steal," and consider them 
together. These two bear a relation of 
cause and effect of parent and child. It 
is the sin of covetousness inside the life 
that produces the sin of stealing outside 
the life. W« are living in a most dis- 
honest period of the world's historj'.j 
This spirit of dishonesty has permeated 
everj' part of our civilization. We see 
it in the boys on the play grounds play- 
ing marbles for keeps. 
Wc see "it in 
smart yotiths playing slot 
machines. 
Clear up to the millionaire that gambles 
in options in the bucketshop or on the 
board of trade. 
All this comes from 
the spirit, in our civilization that is try- 
Lng to get something that belongs to 
somebody else without rendering for it 
a proper equivalent. 
God 
calls 
this 
stealing. 


There is a marked disregard for prop- 
erty. rights, so much loose thinking in 
distinguishing 
between 
what is mine 
and Avbat is thine, that seems to bo 
prevalent in the rising generation. Col- 
lege boys frequently bbast of "swiping" 
this thing or that for souvenirs or for 
furnishing their clubs and fraaternity 
halls. 
Hotels, dining cars and steam- 
boats declare that it is amazing how 
much property is stolen by people that 
pretend to be respectable and that would 
i)e iosulted if you would brand them as 
thieves, and yet that is what they arc. 
A multutude of people,, even of wealth 
and culture, boast of the property they 
have smtiggled through custom houses 
without paying tho proper duties. 
As- 
sessors all over the land can testify of 
the prevalent dishonesty, even of many 
professed Christians, in giving in their 
property for taxes. 


Tliis streak of dishonesty is seem all 
through business life. There was a time 
when a merchant would put out in front 
of his store a sign, "Eggs for sale," yoxi 
would know tlmt the eggs would be all 
right. 
Later he has had to change it 
to "Fresh eggs for sale," and still more 
lately he has had to add the adverb be- 
fore the adjective and make it "strict-, 
ly 
fresh 
eggs 
for 
sale" 
before 
folks 
think 
they are fit to 
use. 
Short weights, adulterated goods, shoddy 
material and worknianship, are nothing 
less than outright stealing. 


I said to a man, "WMy do you 
not 
accept Christ?" He replied, "I will tell 
you why. I am a superintendent of a 
large company upon a big salary and my 
employer demands that I sell second- 
grade goods for 
first-grade. 
I cannot 
continue to do that and be a Chris- 
tian." 
And then he excused hims'elf by 
saying, "You know a man has got to 
live." 
I replied, "That is not essen- 
tial." 
I would rather work on 
the 
streets for fifty cents a day than to 
compromise with conscience. 
W^en a 
man says he cannot do business and be 
a Christian he lies. 
Of course, he can- 
not do business dishonestly. If you are 
in some kind of business that you can- 
not be an honest man and continue in 
it then get out of it. God does not de- 
mand anything of you that you ought 
not to demand of yourself. 


I have heard, of,a coal dealer that aft- 
er his partner was converted in the meet- 
ings, -was asked why he did not become 
a Œrisiian also«? 
He replied,. "Then 
who would weigh the coal?" It ia dis- 
honesty that is one of the greatest hin- 
drances today that is keeping men away 
from God. In one dty out west, there 
was a wealthy man that refused an in- 
vitation to attend the meetings. 
He 
said he did not believe in revivals. When 
I got back home I picked up a popular 
magazine and found there an article ex- 
posing the land frauds in 
his 
state. 
There was a full page pictiure of this 
naan. <>He had stolen sixty thousand 
acres from the government. No wonder 
he did not believe in revivals! 


This dishonesty Is evident among all 
classes. 
It is especially evident among 
many who will not pay their debts. 
A 
merchant told me recently of a lady who 
came into his store and said, "You ought 
to have been down to the tabernacle 
and heard how Dr. Lyon scored dishon- 
est merchants." Said he, "She was the 
last one in town that ought to have 
talked about dishonesty^ She has owed 
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mo for goods for years and I have never 
been able to get her entirely, to square 
up her account." 
It is the fact of so 
many unpaid accoimts that makes the 
cost of living so high. Merchants have

On its outer walls and on 
its entfy arches the lives of 
the 
Bible hiiroes, tho life of Christ and 
Christ sitting in judgment are per- 
sonified; 


The men who carved these works 
of art died without leaving 
their 
names. 
Their work survives to tell 
Of the history of that period so rich 
in sculptors. 
The present cathedral 
a t Rheims was commenced in the 
year 1212. 
It was so long in build- 
ing that before it Was completed the 
process 
of 
staining 
glass 
had 
reached the height of Its perfection. 
The builders revised their plans be- 
fore compléting the cathedral 
and 
put in the wôndèrful stained glass, 
V h i c h -vlraS partly destroyed by the

A Railroad Man's View of Whisky 


(By O. W. Egaji, general cÌajFjn agent of 
the BaLÈimofc and Ohio Kailroad 
Company.) 
No class; of men engage»! in any oc- 
cupation d r â k lees than dq the men em- 
ployed by ^«r great raiii?oadR. 


In former years, •when Ijrain men "were 
away from ihome, and in ;a terminal oflf 
their-nm, they had no plivce to go but 
to the -large aggregation o;f aaloon divea 
or cheap boarding housea that usually 
Burróilnd Buch terminals, and naturally 
there was more or leas drinking, 
as 
their only amjofiement. ÎÎow all this is 
• changed. Tod«,y one w l l see at all large 
terminals or dMsion points -well appoint- 
ed BaUroad Young Men's Qiristiau as- 
sociation buildings, where the men can 
go, and for a nominal cost can get a 
good meal, a bath, and a clean bed. All 
kind» of amusement and reading matter 
are furnished, and every comfort ift giv- 
en the railroad men who enter these 
doors. 


The railroad men of today are. entire- 
ly different from the railroad m«n of the 
past. 
In the past, 
Christianity 
and 
Young Men's Christian associations were 
things iaughed at. 
Today tens, of thou- 
sands of railroad men all over the coun- 
try are followers of Jesus Christ. I see 
this in visiting the men's lioraes. the 
railroad Y. M. C. A. afternoon meetings 
and in my daily contact with the men. 


The oiBcials of the railroads 
have 
wisely come to the conclusion, that 
Young Men's Ou-istian association, lo 
cated at convenient terminals or divi 
sion points, is not only of great benefit 
to the individuivi employe, but is an as- 
set to tlieir company. It keeps the men 
away from the saloons, and, by provid 
ing wholesome food and a good night'i 
rest, prepares tkem physically and men 
tally for the da,y'8 hazardous work:. 


The best evidence that few tailroad 
men drink, as coanpared with men in oth 
- er occupations, is the fact that, in the 
Baltimore & Olilo railroad, two out of 
five . own their own homes, or have 
bank account. 
A man who "boozes' 
cannot take carê of his family properly 
much leas save any mone3-. 


Of the great number of accideiits on 
the interstate railways, 
where 
thou 
sands of employee are killed and in 
jured each year, VQry few are caused by 
drink. 
Some are caused by forgetful 
ness and many by carelessness. 


In 1912 on all of the interstate rail 
Ways, some five thousand two hundred 
trespassers were killed. 
I venture 
to 
say that 10 pér cent, of these were in- 
toxicated at the time of death or iii- 
jury. 


(5f the great number 
of 
employcè 
killed and injured during: Ihe sàmo spare 
of time, I am quite sure that not 1 [ict 
cent. Were intoxicated. 


If Î should tell of the nuiiicrous f-ases 
of pain, suffering, privation and doalli 
brought about soltà.v through liquor, lliat 
have,conio imder my personal obse-rva- 
tionln jiy travels, it would iill a book. 
May I cite three cases that came under 
my notice within a few months? 


I received a telegraphic notice of 
small child having been run o\or by a 
passenger train. 
Tlie child's right arm 
was ctìt off at the socket, and its left 
leg a t the hip. 
After the case was in- 
vestigated I visited the parents. T found 
they were extremelv poor, living in 
veritable hovel. 
The 
room 
contained 
three beds, a broken-down bureau, and 
Bome dilapidated chairsu 
'Jlic only heat 
in the- house cajne from an open fire- 
place. The beds were ao filthy that j ou 
would not permit your dog to sleep in 
them. 
The whole house séémed to be 
one mass of filth. There sat the child, 
,a bright, curly haired jjirl of four years, 
sitting up fdV the fir.<it time since the 
accident, but sitting amidst these filthy 
Biu-rourtdifigs, her o^ti face and hands 
. dirty, lier clothejî r a ^ e d and filthy, and 
Avith only one arm iuid one leg. And all 
this Wftfj thé result of whisky ; father 
and mother both drunkards, the father 
workiJig only two or three days a week, 
spendiflg 'the balance of thè week drink- 
ing tip what he had eftrned; tlift mother 
stunted in intellect, degra/led in morals. 


Tills Wofttaft oho dfty took the child 
some distaaice up the railroad tracks, 
where' she met a man. 
She told the 
child to play around tintil she came back. 
Whild tlifî chad was plftyirtg, a fast mov- 
ing tfiin ffctne arôîiftd the rntve, and 
the child was run over and crippled for 
life. 


At another time when these parents 
were ftWrfty, their isniall boy fell irito the 
open "fireplace and bçforo he could bo 
rescuM was sf» badly Inimed that today 
he is A helpless «ripple- 


The father hâs cttily oiifl leg, having 


lost tlie other while trying to board ft 
moving freight train while intoxicated. 
Can there be a leissòii òì ÁVhát runl Cáft 
do, of greater tnisefy, fjoverty, degrada- 
tion, suifering and crime than this one? 


Í happened to be in a small Ohio town 
where a murder had been committed, a 
mere child having killed her father. 


It seemed that the father -was, and 
had been for years, a good-for-nothing, 
drunken sot. 
The family consisted of 
liis wife and four cliildren, all the chil- 
dren being imder age. 
They lived on a 
farm some distance from the village. The 
accused Child's feistei* told me that the 
father made the girls work in the field 
all day, and as a i^ual thing gave them 
a sound beating at night, before they 
went to bed. The children Were not al- 
lowo<l to attend Sunday school, because 
the father w6uld not give them car-fare, 
and the Sunday school Ava« too far from 
the farm for them ta w&lk» 


The mother and children tried to lead 
Christian lives, but in a great mèasiire 
were prevented b}' the brutal husband 
and father. 
It Avas the custom of this 
man to go to a neighboring village, and 
after spending the afternoon and eA'en- 
ing in low dives, to return home in a 
drunken condition» 
Kach timo on his 
return he threatened to kill the whole 
family, and to emphasize 
his 
words 
would flourish a revolver. Naturally the 
wife and children lived in deadly terror 
of his home coming. 


Ilie smaller child, a girl barely fifteen, 
seeing where her fathèr Jiid his revolver, 
obtained it and hid it in the barn. One 
evening the man came home in hiá usual 
drunken condition, and in ah tigly mood. 
As he approacheil his home, ho told a 
neighbor that he proposed to kill thè 
whole family, and that if the neighbor 
interfered, he would blow his head ofl". 
He wpnt into his home, and told the 
family he was going to kill every one 
of them. 
He searched for the revolver 
and could not find it. 
Furious with 
rage, he seized a shot gun from the AvaJl, 
and prepared to loa/l it and carry out his 
deadly purpose. 
In the meantime the 
fifteen-year-old girl ran to the barn, got 
the revolver, and rushing back ran di- 
rectly up to her father and sent a bullet 
through his heari.

Tfyinç to cross the traicks, he trippetl 
and fell, in such â pôsition that both 
arms were upon the rail. A swift-mov- 
ing train came along and cut 6fT both 
arms. 
lie died from the injury; but 
before his death he said that he heard 
the train coming, yét dould hot get up, 
so absolutel.y helpless was he with rum.

Usually tlie disease is cohVéyéd 
by the sufferer to schoolmates, to broth 
ere, to sisters and relativéa and this ac- 
coimts for the likelihood of an epidei 
ic and the necessity for quarantine. 


Coughing or Brtecsiing throAt the germs 
into the air! 
Pénoils, ftpples, candy, 
drinking cups, convey diphtheria. 


Actions Avhich convey the hands to 
the mouth are ihe main reason for the 
spread of diphtheria among 
children. 
The.«i(! gerrtis, in tutn, come from what 
are known as "carriers"—i. e» people 
Avho harbor germs in their systems and 
Avho are continually casting them off ,on 
others Ai-ho are too Vcak to resist their 
inroilds. 


Teny>orary immunity frow diphtheria 
is secured by injection under the skin 
of diphtheria anti-toxin. 


While this only àistires protection for 
a period Of three Wéeké, it is extremely 
useful in cases .where there is known 
exposure. 


For instance, in Ä family Avhere diph- 
theria breaks out and there are seA-eral 
young cliildfen, It pays tò give them 
fhö ainti-toxin treatment to prerent its 
ftirthèr ravages. 


ITiè best insurance against thè spread 
of diphtheria, thén, is to prevent its 
spread froW knotVtt ease» to others Whó 
may be susceptible.

The patient's room (nfiér 
recovery) 
should bo continually thrown open to 
air and sunshine. 


All bed linen, toA^'cla, night garments, 
etc., should be 
thoroughly 
disinfected 
according to the rules of the local board 
Of health. 


Books and toyi used by the patient 
should be bvuTied. 
Walls 
and

should be scrubbed' with art eflicicnt dis- 
infecting solution.

HUNDREDS OF m i i E S 
OF WAR TRENCHES.. 


This is a w^ar of trenches. 
There 
are hundreds of miles of them from 
Switzerland to the sea. 
These are 
the homes and the battle flelds of 
the soldiers, and they 
re 
safer 
than any fortress in these 
days, 
when heavy guns have taken to 
prowling 
about 
the 
land. 
The 
trenches on the Aisne have survived 
nearly three 
months' 
cannonade 
and are intact. 
If you w&nt to see 
•what war really is. you must get 
to the trenches. 
The road Is not 
easy, and there are some trenches 
it is prudent to avoid—thOM, for 
instance, that owe their orfgrin to 
accident or daring. 
. 


One dark night a certain battalion 
crossed the river and moved swiftly 
and silently toward the 
enemy's 
position. 
At 
dawn 
they- 
found 
themselves enfiladed by rifle and 
machine gun from a wood on the 
flank, and had to retire with a heavy 
casualty list. 
But they are back 
again and in possession 
. of 
the 
wood. 
This Is a trench whose »o- 
quaintance it is Just as well 
to 
make through .a pair of good 
field 
glasses. 
You can see it plainly— 
a long, dark line, drawn across the 
snow beyond the 
river. 
It is a 
trench for heroes—not for casual 
correspondents. 


There are safer trenches which 
you can enter from a distance with- 
out attracting the attention of the 
enemy. 
Two or three miles to the : 
rear is a ditch six or seven f^et 
deep. 
Drop into-it, and you feel as 
if you were in a rabbit warren. 
This is the subterranean .pasBage ' 


"We are bidden to share 
their 
meal," says 
the 
London writer, 
"but our guide is eager to get to 
the front, and hurries tis once more 
into the passage. 
Ten minutes and 
we reach the first line of trenches, 
which run east and west, almost at 
right angles. These are the trenches 
of the reserves—men who were in 
the front line two day^ ago. and 
are lm\-lng a rest before they re- 
turn. 
They seem cheerful and con- 
tented with their lot, 
and 
have 
made themselves more comfortable 
than the circumstancfes would seem 
to admit. 


"Here is a trench, with head cov- 
er formed of cross beams overlaid 
with branches and earth—a 
sure 
protection against shrapnel if not 
against the 
ponderous "marmite." 
It has a long bench of telegraph 
poles; there are little 
cupboards 
for cartridges and kit; picture post- 
cards are fastened to the walls; 
there are ramps for reclining chairs 
or couches, and drains to carry off 
the rain. 


"You need only central heating." 
I remarked, mindful of the ingen- 
ious plan adopted by the Japanese 
In Manchuria. 


'' 'Come into our parlor,' said » 
soldier, and I was ushered into a 
subterranean chamber, warmed by 
a fire in an old and perforated pe- 
troleum tin. 


"The business end of the line of 
trenches is not so elaborate, though 
it Is something more than a ditch, 
for here, too, are cupboards and 
ramps, and drains and tiny 
em- 
brasures through which stick the 
muzzles of rifles. 
Here at last one 
breaths the true atmosphere of war. 
The faces of . the men who fill the 
trenches bear the impress of bat- 
tle—that tense look which cornea 
from long vigilance and 
constant 
danger. 


Todaj', fortunately for our com- 
fort, the enemy seemed to be taking 
a holiday. 
Only at Intervals were 
heard the sound of his cannon and 
the pit-pat of his rifles. 
The Ger- 
mans might have been miles away 
Instead of only a few hundred shards 
In front. 
"Would you like to see 
if they are there?" asked a friend- 
ly soldier, taking oft his kepi and 
putting it on the end of his rifle. 
He raised the kepi cautiously above 
the trench, and zip-zip came a bul- 
let. 
It does not do to take much 
for granted in this line of trenches. 


We are not always on such un- 
friendly terms," remarked the sol- 
dier. "Occasionally we have inter- 
national rifle competitions, and sigf- 
nal the scores to each ot^er. 
And 
we are always ready to applaud 
their concerts. 
Some cf them have 
gramophones, 
which 
we 
suspect 
have been s t o l e n b u t we forgive 
them because they let us share the 
harmony. 
In exchange we try to. 
throw to them copies of our newsn 
papers, for we find that the Ger- 
mans never hear of their defeats, 
and we are anxious that they shall 
be well Informed. 


This Is the light side of life In the 
trenches. Most men on active serv- 
ice seem, to develop the social In- 
stinct. Even Tommy Atkins—a dlf- 
flcult man to converse with under 
ordinary condition^—becomes 
an- 
other creature. 
Company breeds 
gayety^ even in danger. 
But the 
•French soldier has the social in- 
stinct to a much greater degree. 
What is most surprising of all is not 
his; valor, for that is a quality com- 
mon to \'ery many races," and the 
French have proved themselves val- 
orous on many a historical field; it 
is his endurance and his determina- 
tion. 
For nearly three months he 
has held this long line of the Aisne, 
and has resisted with success every 
assauU of the enemy. 
Not an- Inch 
of ground has'been lost that : ha« not 
been regained, - and the balance is 
decidedly In hls favor. 


He bears unflinching all the rigors 
o f climate from'torrid heat to Arc- 
tic, cold. 
I have seen him coming 
out of the trenches soaked through ' 


with rain, beqmttered wMi 
from head to foot, and ohfltod t» 
the bone, yet he rarely compIafiM 
and the mere threat of seadtny'lite 
to the rear or on lines of oommuiil' 
cation would slleacei tha 
acMt -te- 
veterate "grouser." 
l i k e the Ii;lih 
soldier, he hatea above all things 1b- 
actlon, yet war in the treeoohea- li 
one long trial of patience and en- 
durance. 
The men who do grumlAa 
are the men who are not te. th« 
fighting line. 
I met one the othar 
day—a cavalrj' officer—^who 
hatf 
been kept tn the rear, and haa al- 
ready prepared a challenge -whidh 
he intends to send to a certain, of- 
ficial whom he suapeots of his dUk- 
•grace—as soon ae -the war ls ; o v ^ .

Potatoes attacked by the 
dry ri»} are rapidly reduced to a dry. 
pnnky, light brown, shrh'eled mass. If 
ttoragp 
conditions 
are 
warm 
and 
moist, the èàbers may be covered with 
a w1)U9 mofd-llke growth. 


Very often tubers are attacked in 
the fleld or in storage by a soft 
rot 
which quickly reduces the potatoes to 
a soft, slimy, foul-smclling mass. 


The stem rot fungus, rhlzoctonia, 
produce« on ' tha tubers, smail 
dark 
brown bodies which resemble bits of 
•oil. 
These bodies are the wintering- 
OTor Biage of the fungus and 
may 
•pread •eiy rapidly from one tuber to 
another under improper methods of 
Rtorage. 
While this fungus does not 
Itself cause a rot of the tuber, it may 
pav3 the way for such rot-producing 
organpims as the dry and soft rots. Of 
these diMcagea, rhizoctonia and tho or- 
ganism caoslng the internal brown rot 
only prpduce a wüting of the vine. 
It 
ür, . therefore, Important to treat all 
tttbers fhowlng the presence of the 
browi} aoilrlike bodies with a solution 
of merouiy bichloride and to discard 
for B^d a|l tubers showing the brown 
Ting dlrcoloratlon. 


Internal brown rot may lire In the 
•oil for six or njqre year«. If potatoes 
are gx^wii continually year after year 
on the same soli these organisms will 
tecreiM 
In number, and. as a conse- 
quendji, tbe percentage of wilted vines 
and rofMd tnbers will also Increase 
until In a few years the soil will be 
entirely worthless for growing pota- 
Coe«. 


Sine* a n of these disease« live over 
winter en or In the tubers. It Is Im- 
perative ^hat seed treatment and seed 
•élection be practiced in order to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the troubles die 
follofiring year. 
This, together with 
the othi^r precautions given, will pre- 
.4rent 
«pread of these diseases and 
reduce the loss in storage. 


TOE PiUCnCE OF PRUNING GRAPE VINES 


There A r e Many M e t K c ^ of Pruning and Training Grapes, But the Braential Operation in Pruning Is to Cut Back a 
Limited Number of the Best Canes to a Few Buds Elach Sea3on and Entirely Remove the Others.

It 1« «urprising the number of dif- 
"ferent breeds of poultry one sees at 
a big poultry show. 
They each have 
their good points 'which recommend 
them to the different people. 
The 
farmer should keep the breed 
that 
- 
suits him best. 


There ::re a very large number of 
systems of pruning applied 
to 
the 
grape 
vine. 
These 
systems 
differ 
principally In the form given to the 
body of the vine, and In the manage- 
ment of the annual growth. 
Some of 
the differences depend en Tartatlona 
In the nature of the vine«, on t)ie cul- 
tural and growing condition« of the 
district, and on the object« of 
the 
grower. 
Others ere nnesientlal and 
are merely a matter of taste. 
The 
best system Is that which is most 
adapted to all the conditions of the 
particular 
vineyard. 
Any 
system 
which does not take into account the 
nature of the vine is defective. 


Before 
commencing 
wort?, 
t h e 
pruner should form a mental picture 
of an Ideal vino of the form 
desired. 
Vines are subject *o .«o many accidents 
of weather, cultivation, and 
disease 
that, even with the greatest care and 
skill, it may be Impossible to obtain 
a single ideal vino In the vineyard. 
The Ideal vine, however, must exist 
in the pruner's mind, or all his vines 
will be unnecessarily defecth'e. 
With 
this ideal conotantlj* in mind, he is 
i.ble to take such measures as will, as

nearly as possible the perfect model. 


This mental 
ideal 
1« particularly 
necessary In the treatment of young 
vines. 
Only when It 1« strongly Im- 
pressed on the Imagination, Is it pos- 
sible to use such means and measures 
as will most rapldiy and economically 
bring the vlna to profitable maturity. 


The syBtems of pruning In use In 
California may be divided Into two 
classes aeoording to the arrangement 
of the arms on the trunk of the vine. 
In the commonest systems there Is a 
definite head 
to 
the 
trunk, 
from 
which all the arms arise symmetri- 
cally at nearly the same level, 
^ e 
vines of these systems may be ealled 
"headed vines." In the other systems, 
the trunk is elongated four to eight 
feet and the arms are distributed reg- 
ularly along the whole or the greater 
portion of Its length. 
The vines of 
these systems are called 
"cordons," 
owing to the rope-like form of the 
trunks. 


The headed vines are divided ac- 
cording to the length of the vertical 
trunk Into high. 2-3 feet; 
medium, 
1-1H feet, and low, 0-6 Inches. 
The 
cordons may be vertical or horizontal, 
according 
to 
the 
direction 
of 
the 
trunk, which is from four to eight 
feet long. 


The arrangement of the arms of a 
headed vin« may be symmetrical In 
all directions at an angle of about 45 


degrees. 
Such a vine is said to be 
"vase formed." 
This form is used in 
tho great majority of California vine- 
yards whether 
of 
wJne, 
raisin, 
or 
shipping grapes. 
Where vines 
are 
p'anted In the avenue system, par- 
ticularly when 
trelllsed 
and 
where 
cross cultivation 
is imposalble, 
the 
arms are given a "fan-shaped" ar- 
rangement in a vertical plane. 


On the vertical or upright cordon, 
the arms are arranged at as regular 
Intervala as possible on all sidc.^ of 
the trunk from the top to within 
twelve or fifteen Inches of the bottom. 
On the horizontal cordon the arms 
are arranged similarly, but as nearly 
as possible on the upper side of the 
trun!: only. 


Bach of these systems may again 
be divided Into two sub-systems, ac- 
cording to the management of 
the 
annual 
growth 
or canes. 
In 
ono, 
spurs of one. two or three eyes are 
left for fruif production. 
Thig sys- 
tem Is cellcd short or spur pruning. 


In the other, long canes are left 
for fruit production. 
This is called 
long or cane pruning. 
In rare cases 
an Intermediate form Is adopted in 
which long spurs or short canes of 
flye or six eyes are left. 
In 
cane 
pruning, each fruit cane Is accom- 
panied by one or two short renewal 
spurs. 
These must also accompany 
half-lone pruning. 
Systems of prun- 
ing, where only long canes are left 


without renewal spurs, are not In nse 
In California. 
In all systems, replac- 
ing spurs are left wherever and when- 
ever needed. 


Other modifications are Introduced 
by the manner of disposal of the fruit 
canes. 
These may be tied up verti- 
cally to a stake drtven at the foot «-f 
each vine or bowed in a circle and 
tied to this same stake, or they may 
be tied laterally to wires stretching 
along the rows In a horizontal, as- 
cending or descending direction. 


The different systems differ there- 
fore in: (1) the shape. length, 'and 
direction of the trunk; 
(2) the ar- 
rangement of the arms: (3) the use 
of fruit spurs or fruit canes with 
renewal spurs; (4) the disposal of the 
fruit canea.

months. 
Public highways In Infected 
territory are closed to trafBo.

Feed and bedding ex- 
posed to the infection are 
burned. 
Owners of slaughtered animals are re- 
inbursed pn the basis of utility value, 
appraisement being made by a prac- 
tical stockman and an official of the 
Federal Bureau of Animal Industry. 
One-half is paid by the federal gov- 
ernment and one-hajf by the ststti In- 
terested.

Poultry can be raised successfully 
on ^^jtgr well-drained 
soil. 
A light 
loam, which will grow good grass. Is 
well adapted for this purpose; while 
a^ very 
light; 
sandy 
soli, 
through 
which the water leaches freely, will 
stand more intensive poultry condi- 
tions, but most of the green feed for 
the fowls kept on Kuch a soil will have 
to be purchased. 
A heavy clay or 
adobe soil is not as well aoapted to 
poultry raising, as such land does not 
drain readily and It Is much more 
difBcuIt to keep the stock 
healthy. 
Ix>ng stationary houses, or the In- 
tensive system, saves steps,. but It is. 
easier to keep the birds healthy and

allowed free range, 
^reeding stock,

A house constinicted for the con- 
venience of the attendant will have 
enough cubic air space, provided 2 to B 
square feet of floor space te allowed 
per fowl.

How to BuiW and Use Log and Plank Drags For Earth Roads* 


The use of the split-log drag Is Im- 
portaQt in putting the roads in shape 
for winter use. There'are over 2,000,- 
000 miles of earth roads in the coun- 
try, and the split-log drag Is of great 
service in keeping them In economi- 
cal repair. 
The drag is ueed In many 
states and In foreign, countries. 
It is 
used with two, three, or four horses, 
and is easily constructed. 


The two-slab log end plank dragrs 
have proven . the most 
satisfactory. 
Double drags for working both sides 
of the roadway simultaneously have 
been tried with only limited- succesa 
The reason for thi? Is that both sideu 
of an earth road are never exactly 
alike. 
This causes the two parts of 
the drag to work unevenly and to 
interfere with each other. 


It is a mistake to construct a heavy 
drag. 
A dry red cedar log is the best 
material for a drag. 
Red elm and 
walnut when 
thoroughly 
dried 
are 
exceUent, and box elder, soft maple, 
or even willow are preiferable to oak, 
hickory, or a^h. 


The log should be 7 or 8 feet iQng 
and from 10 to 12 inches in diameter 
and carefully split down the middle./' 
The heaviest and ^est slabs should * e 
selected for the f ^ n t . 
A» a point on 
the front slab 4 inches from the end 
that is to be at the middle of the 
road locate the center of the hole to

was While she was the wife of an- 
other man, the Duke of Leuchten- 
ber», that Nicholas Nicholaievitch 
wooed and won her. She persuaded 
Csar Nicholas to permit her 
di- 
vorce. 


Anastasia is a large*framed, vig- 
orous, ambitious Woman, devoted to 
the cause of the Slavs. She is a fire- 
brand and unscrupulous in methods 
to further her husband's progress to 
the position of natural leader 
of 
tho Russian Slavs, ignoring rumors 
reflecting on the moral character 
of her husband, whleh do not seem 
to alteet the relation« between tho 
wedded couple. She is always mag- 
nificently ciad and 1« a« regal in 
figure aa her husband. 


Throughout the Japanese war the 
soldiers hoped Grand Duke Nlch« 
olaa would be made their leader, 
and he was again promised to them. 
Many believed final disaster would 
have been averted If the Csar had 
conquered his Jealouiy of hit popu- 
lar cousin. 
After the war, when 
the throne was threatened by the 
revolutionists, the Caar was forced 
to fall back on the man he had^ 


slighted and the Grand Duke re- 
Stored order by stern means. 
He 
was in danger of assassinationi and 
commanded admiration 
by 
con- 
stantly going about tho streets un- 
attended. 


Just what happened when 
the 
present war broke out remains to 
be told. 
It will be ftn interesting 
story. 
It Is known that the Czar 
aspired to follow the Kaiser's ex- 
ample, take the field with his sol- 
diers and "be his own field marshal." 
What pressure was brought to bear 
to disäuade him from this purpose 
and to force 
his 
acceptance of 
Grand Duke Nicholas is hard to 
say. But there are rumors thftt the 
mobilization was well along before 
the Czar knew of It. 


It is to be remehibered there is 
a junker party in Russia as well 
as in Prussia. And this party claims 
tho Grand Düke as leader. 


The present situation is this: The 
Cabinet Council of the empire meets 
every day at Peterhof. 
Its resolu- 
tions are outwardly submitted to 
the C^ar for Confirmation. 
But, 
as a matter of fact, the cabinet 
simply Ö. K.'s the orders Of the all- 
powerful commander-in-Chief, 
and 
the Czar then also attachés his sig- 
nature. 
In time of war the cabinet 
does not dare defy the army head, 
nor does the Czar. 


If all thlP is concealed from the 
masses of the Russian people, it is 
entirely clear to that astute Ger- 
man, the Czarina. Supposed to be a 
nervous Invalid, she has suddenly 
donned the garments of the Bisters 
of Charity, With her daughters, and 
enl TCtl the hospital wards. 
She is 
even present at operations, and has 
bound up the soldiers' wounds with 
her own hands. Anyone who knows 
the almost religious attitude of the 
Russian 
peasant 
to 
the 
"Little 
Father" can realize the wild enthus- 
iasm aroused among those whom 
the Czarina thus visits.

band, knows the importance of giv- 
ing the Russians a Russian Czarina, 
and his Wife has long since become 
a Russian of Russians. 


The stumbling block in the path 
to the throne is the fact 
that al- 
though they have been married sev- 
en years the couple have no chll- 
d;ren. 


It Is. said that Nicholas, durins 
his years of longins for Anastasia, 
reasoned that she came of a pro- 
lific race and was herself perfect- 
ly strong and well able to bear him 
a son who would carry on his am- 
bition«.

Danes Highly Eldttcated« 


Only one person in every thou- 
sand in Denmark is unable to read 
and write, compared 
with 
ieven 
out of every thousand in the tfttited 
States. 
That fact is disclosed In « 
report by H. W. Foght of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Education. 
It IS 
shown also that of 260,000 Danish 
children of school age, oUiy 370 
failed to attend school in 1911. Mr. 
Foght said that compulsory attend- 
ance upon school between the ages 
of 7 and 14 years, is so strictly en- 
forced in Denmark that "the lew 
who persist in avoiding their legal 
responsibilities 
are 
punished 
so 
severely that they are glad enough 
to cha,nge their minds." 
The peo- 
ple are so imbued with the value 
of education, he says, that they will 
go to any extremity, to keep their 
children In school. 


The secret of Denmark's high 
place in education affairs, according 
to Mr. Foght, lies In the hold which 
the teacher has upon the entire peo^ 
pie.

hold services they decided to nsk the 
Lutheran congregation which separated 
from them if they could hold their Sun- 
day sen-ices in their house of worship. 
Upon receiving R word of disapproval 
they asked and received permission of 
the" Presbyterian church to use their 
Sunday school hall. Neverthele«« «11 ef- 
forts were put forth to build n church 
of their own and in August of 1844 they 
bought a piece of property and in J*n«- 
arv 1845, the church w«« already under 
cover, and shortly afterward WM fin- 
ished. 


Following the resignation of Her. Cu- 


roll in the beginning of the yeftr 1846, 
Rev. J. A. Beyer took Ms place, but 
also retired in'favor of Rev. F. B. Alter. 
matt in January, 1847. After enduring 
hardships of all descriptions the congre- 
gation extended a call to Dr. J. Bossard, 
of the seminary at Mercersburg in thn 
year 1848. ' He assumed his duties M 


1 pastor of the congregation m June of 
the same year and served the people to 
the best of his ability until 1863. 


The congregation extended ft call to 


Eev. J. IL Klein, of Sandusky, 0., in 
1855 who accepted it and delivered hi» 
initial sermon on September 23, 1865. 
His work in the church was crowned 
-with success and the congregation stead- 
ily grew stronger and after serving the 
people for thirteen years he resigned in 
1S6S, the resignation taking 
effect on 


September 6. 


At this time fifty-eight member* of 


the congregation asked permission of the 
entire, congregation to give them their 
certificate of dismissal in order that, they 
mi"ht organize a. new Reformed church 
to°be known as the Salem Reformed 
church, which today is still one of the 
leading congregations of the city.

The ac- 
tion was based upon the contention 
that tho corporation was to blame 
for tho spread of the fire beyond 
the basement of the building, be- 
cause it had ignored an order of tho 
Bureau oE Fire prevention to Install 
automatic, sprinklers. The decision 
was concurred in. unanimously by- 
all the Judges, who found "no dif- 


ficulty in holding that the defend- 
ant's f.allure tn obey the orders of 
tho Fire Commissioners was both 
culpable and negligent." 


This action.is believed to bo the 


first of thir, character ever brought 
in America, and to establish the 
power ot the city, under certain sec- 
tions of the charter, to recover tho 
cost of extinguishing fires due to 
"willful and cuplablc negligence" of 
owners o£ buildings in which lircs 
nccur; and the Commissioner has 
announced his intention to forco 
payment of this kind in the future. 


Such negligence cannot, of course, 


be proved in the majority of cases. 
In this case the defendant was prac- 
tically violating the law in that he 
failed to follow legally authorized 
instructions to install sprinklers. 
Where no ordinance or instruction 
has been violated, however, the ex- 
istence of "willful or culpable neg- 
ligence"' would probably be ques- 
tioned by a jury and even by .a 


The City Charier also provides 


that in case of lire resulting from 
such negligence, "or criminal intent 
or design4' tho parties responsible 
shall "be liable in a civil action for 
the payment of any and all damages 
to persons or property, the result 
of such fire." A claim based on this 
clause would probably stand a bet- 
tor chance with n jury, on the gen- 
eral feeling fiuit. as between an in- 
dividual and a corporation, munici- 
pal or other, the individual should 
always be favored. 
(Question: If 


the damaged property is insured, 
could tile insurance company col- 
lect from the party responsible?) 


Tn Germany practically the same 


rule holds, but with the very im- 
portant difference that the owner 
of property where fire originates Is 
held guilty until he proves his in- 
nocence. There are very tow fires 
in Germany.

Xlong the Aisne River in France, 
fin English battery soldier lost his 
cap in tho midst of a. charge. At 
noon his batters' lunched in front 
of a chateau. It was yet early in 
the fall and the day was hot. The. 
Bun beat down on" his head and he 
wanted something to protect him 
from 
the sun. 
Going into tho 


chateau, which had been abandoned 
by the residents, he found a high 
Silk hat. 


It was all he could find- As he re- 
, turned to tho road the bugle sound- 


ed 
for the 
charge. The. soldier 


mounted his horse and gallopel with 
the rest of the battery into action. 
As he passed a'lieutenant the offi- 
cer, shouted: 
, "Arc you soins hunting, your 
lordship?'* 


The soldier admitted he was. All 


• 
the men laughed, even though a 
moment later a shell from the en- 
emy's ranks broke over their heads 
and several of the soldiers were 
lulled. Tho man with the silk hat 
wore it all through the day. Tho 
following day he got a cap from 
the Quartermaster. 


That is an example of the care- 


free attitude of the-soldiers on the 
front. They think little of them- 
selves while soing into action. Out- 
wardly, at least, they are a merry 
•bunch except when discomfort gets 
the 'better o£ them. They can stand 
to face death better' than cold feet 
and wet e.lothing. They joke as they 
fight, but curse when the weather 
is bad. 


In the trenehes they play cards 


when they are not called on to 
shoot. At present the soldiers ol 
the opposing armies have truces 
and shoot at rabbits running be- 
tween the lines. The bitter days of 
the beginning of the war arc past. 
A better feeling- of fellowship ob- 
tains between the opposing soldiers. 
They realize the follows on the oth- 
<r side arc not such a bad sort. 
"While actually under shell fire, and

weather, 
the 


trenches are places of horror. But 
Jn the lulls o£ fighting the men joke 
with c.ich other. They chat with 
the peasants and give trophies they

One dark night a certain battalion 


crossed the river and moved swiftly

themselves enfiladed by rifle and

casualty list. 
But they are back

cards are fastened to the walls: 
there are rnmps for reclining chairs 
or couches, and drains to carry off 
the rain.

I remarked, mindful of the ingen- 
ious plan adopted by the Japanese 
In Jlanchurln. 


" 'Come into our parlor.' said a 


soldier, and I was ushered into a 
subterranean chamber, warmed by 
a fire In an old and perforated pe- 
troleum tin. 


"The business end of the line of 


trenches is not FO elaborate, though 
it is something more than a ditch, 
for here, too. are cupboards and 
ramps, and drains and tiny em- 
brasures through which stick the 
muzzles of rifles. Here at last one. 
breaths the true atmosphere of war. 


' The faces of the men who fill the 


trenches bear the impress o£ bat- 
tie—that tense look which comes 
from long vigilance and 
constant 


danger. 


Today, fortunately for our com- 


lort. the enemy seemed to be taking 
a holiday. Only at intervals wero 
heard the sound of his cannon and 
the pit-pat of his rifles. 
The Ger- 


mans might have been miles away 
instead of only a few hundred yards 


, 
in front. 
"Would you like to see

if they are there'!" asked a friend- 
ly soldier, ta.king off Ills kepi and 
putting It on the end of his rifle. 
He raised the kepi cautiously above 
the trench, and zip-zip came a bul- 
let. It does not do to take much 
for granted in this line of trenches. 


We are not always on such un- 


friendly terms." remarked the sol- 
dier. "Occasionally we have inter- 
national rifle competitions, and sig- 
nal the scores to each other. And 
•we are always ready to applaud 
their concerts. Some of them have

have been stolen: but we forgive 
them because they let us share the 
harmony.

This is the light side of life in the 


trenches. Most men on active serv- 
ice seem to develop the social in- 
stinct. TSven Tommy Atkins—a. dif- 
ficult man to converse with under 
ordinary conditions—becomes an- 
..other creature. 
Company breeds 


"purely even in danger. 
But the 


French soldier has the social in- 
stinct to a. much greater degree. 
•\Vhat. is most surprising of all is not 
his valor, for that ls> a. quality com- 
mon to very many races, and tho 
French have proved themselves val- 
orous on many a. historical field: it 
IF hi* endurance and his determina- 
tion. 
For nearly three months he 


has held this long line of the Aisne. 
and lia? resisted with success every 
assault of the enemy. Not an Inch 
of ground has been lost that has not 
been regained, and the balance is 
decidedly in his favor. 


He bears unflinching all the rigors 


of climate from torrid heat to Arc- 
tic cold. 
1 have seen him coming 


out of the trenches soaked through 


with rnin. bespattered 
from head to foot, and chHl«4 to 
the bone, yet he rarely complain* 
and the mere threat of nendlnf nl» 
to the rear or on lines of communi- 
cation would silence th» mo«t to- 
votprate "Rrouser."

Sine* all of these diseases live over 


•winter on or in the tubers, It Is im- 
perative that seed treatment and seed

Marked dl«- 
turbanoes of the dlge.ttv* organ. ar» 
often observed.
